He’s not lazy, he’s ill 

Parents claim their son is being ‘denied an education’

THE parents of a Harlow schoolboy 
suffering from chronic fatigue syn¬ 
drome claim their son is being 
“denied an education” because of 
his illness. 

Ten-year-old Luke Hannibal’s con¬ 
dition means he is often too tired to 
attend Potter Street Primary School - 
but local education authority Essex 
County Council has so far refused to 
provide him with home tuition sup¬ 
port. 

Parents Jackie and Douglas Hanni¬ 
bal, of Potters Field, say they are 
“disgusted” by the authority’s stance 
- and are now worried Luke has fallen 
so far behind with his work that he 
will never catch up with the rest of 
his class. 

“Neither the school nor the county 
council seem to believe that Luke is 
genuinely ill, even though they’ve 
been provided with letters from his 
doctors,” mum Jackie told the Star. 

“Their attitude is that Luke is just 
being lazy and that we’re letting him 
get away with it. But the reality is that 
he has a very serious illness and des¬ 
perately needs home schooling.” 

Luke’s problems began back in Jan¬ 
uary 2011 when he was struck down 
with severe gastro-oesophagal reflux 
disease. Following treatment, his 
parents noticed that he was becom¬ 
ing increasingly lethargic, and some 
days struggled to get out of bed at all. 

Unable to establish the root cause 
of his tiredness, the family’s GP 
referred Luke to a consultant paedia¬ 
trician, who identified a number of 
minor immune deficiencies and 
wrote to the school to inform staff 
Luke would be forced to take time off. 


Further tests suggested he could be 
suffering from chronic fatigue syn¬ 
drome - sometimes referred to as ME 
- which causes persistent exhaustion 
that is not alleviated by sleep or rest. 

He began treatment for the condi¬ 
tion in September last year and grad¬ 
ually reached the point where he was 
able to attend school for one-and-a- 
half days per week. 

But he has since struggled to 
improve further and now mum Jackie 
fears the school will exclude him 
because of his poor attendance 
record. 

“One of the problems with this ill¬ 
ness is that when he has a good day 
he can seem quite alert and active, 
but the very next day he might not be 


able to get out of bed,” she explained. 
“The school won’t accept this 
because they don’t understand his 
condition. 

“We think the school now wants to 
exclude him because of the amount 
of time he’s had off, but there’s no 
way I’m going to put my child’s health 
at risk by sending him in when he’s so 
ill. 

She added: “We’ve pleaded for help 
with home tuition but neither the 
school nor the county council seem 
to want to help us. He is effectively 
being denied an education, and we 
don’t know what to do.” 

A spokesman for the county council 
declined to comment on Luke’s indi¬ 
vidual case, but suggested he would 


given help if the school was provided 
with more “medical evidence”. 

“Referrals to the Children’s Support 
Service must be supported by medi¬ 
cal evidence which demonstrates 
that the pupil is medically unable to 
attend school,” he added. 

“In cases such as these we work 
with the school to support them in 
ensuring that the pupil concerned is 
able to access education.” 

A study conducted in 2011 found 
that CFS was a major cause of school 
absence across the UK and could be 
10 times more common than previ¬ 
ously thought. As many as one in 100 
children are believed to suffer from 
the condition, which currently has 
no cure.

Police appeal for 
help to catch cash 
and curry robbers 

STAFF at an Indian takeaway 
were threatened with a baseball 
bat by three men who stole cash 
and mobile phones. 

Police are appealing for 
information after the suspects, 
who are believed to be aged 
between 16 -22, stole a three- 
figure sum of money as well as 
various mobiles from the New 
Indian Balti Express in Bush 
Fair at 11.40pm last Wednesday. 

Restaurant staff followed them 
as they fled along two footpaths 
leading from the takeaway to 
the Esso petrol station on 
Tillwicks Road. 

They saw the trio cross the 
road into either Stile Croft or 
Little Brays before they 
disappeared from sight. 

Two of the suspects were 
about 5ft lOins tall while the 
third was around 5ft 2ins. They 
are all believed to be white and 
wore dark clothing, gloves and 
hats with black scarves pulled 
over their faces. They all spoke 
with local accents.

Teens arrested for 
robbery attempts 

TWO teenagers have been 
arrested after two attempted 
robberies took place within 
minutes of each other in Harlow 
town centre. 

The first happened at around 
9pm on Saturday, March 23 in 
Broad Walk. An 18-year-old man 
was walking with friends when 
they were approached by two 
men. One had a knife and 
demanded the victim’s mobile 
phone but he refused to hand it 
over. 

A few minutes later in the 
West Gate and Market Square 
area another 18-year-old man 
was approached by a man who 
tried to strike up a conversation. 
There were a group of people 
standing nearby who were 
believed to have been with the 
suspect. 

The man asked what phone 
the victim had and then 
produced a knife. However, 
another man from the group 
allowed the victim to walk away. 

Two men aged 17 and 18 from 
Harlow were later arrested on 
suspicion of attempted robbery. 


THE National AIDS Trust is calling 
on Harlow Council to press County 
Hall for extra funding to tackle the 
town’s alarming rate of HIV infec¬ 
tion. 

Harlow has the 16th highest preva¬ 
lence of people living with HIV out¬ 
side of London. The charity now 
wants Essex County Council to 
make the diagnosis and prevention 
of sexually transmitted infections a 
priority when the authority is hand¬ 
ed the purse strings for the county’s 
public health spending this month. 

Recent figures indicate the num¬ 
ber of people living with HIV in 
Harlow has risen dramatically over 
the past 10 years. 

Currently one in 308 people living 
in the town has the condition com¬ 
pared to one in 1,143 in 2002. 
UK-wide, the prevalence measures 
one in 650. 

Charity chief executive Deborah 
lack said local councillors now 
needed to take a lead on the issue to 
stop the situation from worsening. 

“Essex County Council has been 
allocated £48,874,000 by the Gov¬ 
ernment to spend on public health 
over the next year, but worryingly

within that budget there will be no 
ring-fencing for HIV,” she said. 

“Harlow’s local councillors now 
need to push for a strong commit¬ 
ment to HIV from Essex to ensure 
HIV prevention and testing contin¬ 
ue to receive the necessary fund¬ 
ing.” 

According to the charity, 66 per 
cent of people living with HIV in 
Harlow are likely to have been 
infected for at least five years before 
being diagnosed, increasing the 
chance of the virus being passed on 
unknowingly. 

Ms lack added: “Disinvestment in 
HIV prevention and testing would 
seriously harm public health, espe¬ 
cially in an area like Harlow which 
has a high rate of HIV.” 

Harlow Council leader Mark Wilk¬ 
inson said the authority would be 
“doing all it can” to ensure the 
town’s sexual health services got the 
funding they needed. 

“We will be working closely with 
the newly formed West Essex 
Clinical Commissioning Group, 


soars 


Essex County Council and other 
organisations to develop a strategy 
for Harlow which will look at 
addressing the town’s needs and 
priorities for health and wellbeing - 
including sexual health,” he said. 

An Essex County Council spokes¬ 
person added: “The council recog¬ 
nises the importance of reducing 
the prevalence of HIV and other 
blood borne viruses as well as the 
challenge of chlamydia and teenage 
pregnancy. 

“The delivery of sexual health 
advice and testing is one of the 
nationally mandated areas of public 
health and one of the most complex. 
HIV treatment is the responsibility 
of NHS England. 

“Going forward, Essex County 
Council will be working to ensure 
local sexual health services best 
meet the needs of our residents. 

“A sexual health needs assessment 
is currently in development and the 
insight provided will help us to bet¬ 
ter understand the broader context 
of the disease and its associated 
burden, informing the way in which 
ECC commissions sexual health 
services in the future.”

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T he ambulance service in Harlow is 
stretched, with only one 
ambulance - or bus as it is better 
known by staff - serving the town and 
the surrounding area. 

I joined Tim White (36) and Jack Squires 
(23), both based at the Harlow station for an 
insight into their working day. They had both 
started at 7am and had already helped a 
woman who had fallen, injuring her face 
badly and unable to remember who she was. 

Following a quick tour of the offices and a 
check on rapidly diminishing stocks, the 
radios sounded and we were off. The call had 
come from Stansted Airport and since both 
the ambulance and the emergency car had 
been removed from the airport, Harlow was 
the first point of call. 

Using blues-and-twos - the familiar 
flashing lights and warning siren - and 
some very skilled driving which left me a 
little queasy, we arrived at Stansted in good 
time. The patient, who was flying out to 
Spain, had reported feeling unwell and was 
helped off the plane to be given a swift 
“health MOT” to see if he was in need of 
further attention. 

On this occasion he was fine and more 
than eager to get back on the flight, which 
had been delayed for an hour. 

“It’s a shame he had to wait so long for an 
ambulance but we were in Harlow,” said 
Tim. “That’s 15 miles we need to cover and 
we were just with another patient who we 
had to make sure was all signed off and okay 
before we could head here. 

“It’s a demanding job. With just one 
ambulance, the general public suffers 
because we now have to do a lot more 
driving and cover a lot more jobs. It means 
that waiting is going to become almost 
inevitable for some people, which I don’t 
think is good enough. But we’re trying our 
best. 

He added: “An emergency response car 
can’t do everything that an ambulance can, 
which means that even if a car can get 
somewhere in a few minutes, they then need 
to wait for us. That’s hard for them as they 
want to help and do more, and it’s hard for 
the patient who has to wait, usually in pain 
or discomfort.” 

Jack is driving today but normally they take 
it in turns. “If I’m driving then Tim will be 
attending and vice versa,” he said. “Whoever 
is attending will be the main person dealing 
with the patients unless it’s something that 
requires both of us. 

“The attending paramedic will also sit in 
the back of the ambulance with the patient 
to make sure they’re okay and have a chat to 
help them feel at ease. 

“Sometimes it’s difficult if I’m working on 
my own. Then we have to ask the person in 
the emergency car to come with us to 
oversee the patient in the back of the 
ambulance as I drive back to hospital. Then I 
have to drive him back to his emergency car 
so it’s another push on time.” 

I’m told that we’re lucky today as we’ve 
stayed fairly local, having travelled no more 
than around 16 miles to a call. “Yesterday we 
called up to Colchester for a patient and 


Understaffed, one ambulance; 
to hit - a day in the life of a fro 


Public confidence in the 
East of England Ambulance 
Service has been shaken 
recently with reports of long 
waiting times, missed NHS 
targets, poor care 
standards,and reviews into 
the Trust’s “serious” 
performance issues. 

The Care Quality 
Commission has also 
recently ordered EEAST to 
improve after its emergency 
response times deteriorated 
significantly during 2012. 

But as the volume of 
emergency calls increases, 
staff have complained there 
are simply not enough of 
them to deal with the work, 
despite recent employment 
drives within the NHS to 
recruit more emergency 
care assistants and other 
personnel. 

The Star sent reporter 
BIANCA CASTRO to spend a 
day with a Harlow 
ambulance crew at work to 
find out how frontline staff 
are coping with a more 
target-orientated NHS while 
still trying their best to save 
lives.

that’s almost 30 miles,” said Tim. “When I 
first started here there was nowhere near as 
much driving but with the cuts and the fact 
we are the only ambulance in Harlow, 
sometimes we’re going to be called further 
away. 

“Our job is to save lives and that’s made 
very hard when there’s only one Harlow 
ambulance and we’re understaffed, which is 
why they’re turning to private ambulances. I 
think long-term that’s going to end up more 
expensive than just buying a new one.” 

In the ambulance service there are three 
main roles: paramedics, who are trained to 
do everything necessary to save a life; 
technicians; and emergency care assistants 
(ECAs), who work with the paramedics but 
are not allowed to undertake all the 


procedures that could save a life. 

Jack added: “At the moment there is no 
pathway for an ECA to work towards being a 
paramedic unless they take time out to do a 
degree, but this job is skills-based and 
although the theory is necessary it will not 
prepare you for working with the public, 
usually in a time of crisis. 

“I know a lot of ECAs would like to become 
paramedics but don’t want to - or simply 
can’t - take the time off work. 

“When I first started I remember them 
mentioning that the NHS were working on a 
new pathway so that ECAs could become 
paramedics but it’s yet to happen. The thing 
is, a lot of ECAs can administer that 
lifesaving treatment but are just not allowed 
to do so unless there’s a paramedic 


supervising. 

“It seems a little bit silly considering we’re 
understaffed and need more paramedics.” 

At Princess Alexandra Hospital, the 
relationship between nurses and ambulance 
staff seems friendly and happy. Most of these 
people have been working a 12-hour shift in 
a high-pressured environment but still find 
time for a quick chat with me and a joke with 
their colleagues before they are called away 
to save more lives. 

The emergency staff are having to cope 
with cuts to frontline staff. They are 
overstretched in an extremely large area and 
are trying hard to reach new NHS targets 
under limited man-power. 

The ambulance service has an eight minute 
target of reaching an emergency or ‘red’ call.

The countdown starts from when the phone is 
put down to when the ambulance arrives on 
the scene. 

The problem with having only one 
ambulance in Harlow is that less urgent calls 
are put further down the list of importance - 
with the inherent risk of becoming more 
serious as a result of the waiting time. 

It seems to be a vicious circle. Cuts are made 
to save money which has a knock-on effect on 
targets, resulting in the public waiting longer 
for an ambulance. 

“We are here to save lives and if people are 
waiting then there’s something very wrong 
with that,” said Tim. “But at the same time, we 
as ambulance staff are trying our very hardest 
to perform to the best level possible in what 
can only be described as a difficult situation.” 


Chairman quits after 
growing criticism of 
trust’s performance 


THE chairman of the region’s troubled ambulance 
service has quit her post. 

Maria Ball resigned with immediate effect on 
Thursday. She had been in the role for five years. 

The annoucement was made after the East of 
England Ambulance Service Trust had been 
ordered to improve by the Care Quality Commission 
after failing to meet its care and welfare target. 

It is the first time an ambulance trust anywhere 
in the country has been found to be failing on this 
measure. 

The trust has said its plans include recruiting 
“many more” frontline staff, better managing sick¬ 
ness absence, creating clearer career pathways and 
introducing a “renewed focus on patient handover 
delays”. 

Paul Remington, vice-chairman of the trust 
thanked Ms Ball, pictured, for her dedication and 
commitment through what 
he said had been some 
“challenging times”. 

“Maria oversaw 
the formation of 
this trust, bring¬ 
ing together 
three disparate 
organisations 
into one ser¬ 
vice, and its 
subsequent 
development,” 
he said. 

“We now 
must concen¬ 
trate on looking 
forward and 
focusing solely on 
how we improve 
our service to 
patients and better 
support our staff. To that 
end, we are developing a trans¬ 
formational plan.” 

Emergency response times deteriorated last year 
and while the trust achieved its targets in places 
such as Luton and Peterborough, it regularly failed 
to meet them elsewhere in the region. 

Patients could not be assured they would receive 
care in a “timely and effective manner”, the report 
concluded. 

Inspectors said managers were unable to suffi¬ 
ciently explain why. 

Staff said the volume of emergency calls had 
increased but there were not enough people to deal 
with them. 

They also cited delays in handing over patients at 
hospitals and in sending back-up ambulances to 
incidents. 

Care minister Norman Lamb, who is also Liberal 
Democrat MP for North Norfolk, said he believed 
Ms Ball had done the right thing by stepping down. 

He said: “It’s essential now that we get strong 
leadership to turn this trust around and to ensure 
that local people have a service that they can rely 
on.” 



Halfon welcomes Government action 
to tighten up on immigration rules

NEW reforms to the UK’s immigra¬ 
tion system have been welcomed by 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon. 

The Government has taken steps 
to tighten immigration by cutting 
access to benefits for non-UK 
nationals after six months and 
clamping down on health tourism 
by allowing the NHS to claim back 
money owed for treatment by those 
not entitled to it. 

It has also introduced local resi¬ 
dency tests for immigrants seeking 
to join the housing reg¬ 
ister. 

Mr Halfon 
said: “Immi¬ 
gration has 
always been 
the number 
one issue on 


the doorstep and in my surgeries. 
These reforms have seen net immi¬ 
gration cut down by a third since 
the last general election. 

“I welcome the new steps which 
have been set out to ensure every¬ 
one who comes here pays their way 
and gives something back. 

“By changing the rules on benefits 
and National Health Service treat¬ 
ment we will stop our system from 
being a ‘soft touch’ and making 
entitlement to public services some¬ 
thing migrants will have to 
^ earn and not receive 
as an automatic 
right. 

“It will stop 
the ‘something 
for nothing’ 
culture.”

Wilkinson accuses Conservative 
councillors of scaremongering 
over proposals for massive 
housebuilding on Harlow’s 
southern boundary (Star, March 
28). We would like to provide the 
facts, not fiction.

across south Harlow. So far they 
have shown precious little care 
or commonsense, throwing away 
an opportunity to negotiate from 
a position of strength and giving 
developers the green light to go to 
the next stage - submitting their 
plans to Epping Forest Council to 
build around Harlow’s borders, 
knowing that Harlow’s Labour 
administration will not object to it.

Road ‘improvements’ 
are a waste of money 

SIR, When the ‘improvements’ 
were made to the A414 by dualling 
the road to the Southern Way 
roundabout, local residents who 
travelled the route daily predicted 
it would do little to improve the 
situation for motorists entering 
the town and that traffic would 
continue to back up even on to the 
Mil. 

As we have seen, the dual 
carriageway into the town remains 
a slow-moving traffic jam which 
still frequently backs up onto the 
motorway. It cost £9.9m and did not 
solve the problem. 

We now read in the Star that a 
further £2.9m is to be spent on 
what is perceived by the highways 
authority as the next blockage to 
traffic on the route towards the 
town centre - the Clock Tower 
roundabout. 

To do this represents a complete 
waste of public money as neither 
schemes tackle the fundamental 
nature of the problems. Congestion 
is not caused by the design of these 
parts of the route into town but by 
the fact that at both Southern Way 
and the Clock Tower traffic does 
not clear from the exits because it 
actually backs up from the town 
centre. 

Strategically placed pedestrian 
crossings, traffic lights and bus 
lanes very effectively constrict every 
route from the east into the town 
centre in the mornings. Let’s take a 
look at each main route: 

A1025 Second Avenue: the two 
pedestrian crossings near the 
Leisurezone on Second Avenue and 
the poor design of the roundabout 
by the centre interrupt the flow of 
traffic very effectively. Just ask any 
driver who travels the route daily. 
Southern Way A1169: A similar 
problem occurs in preventing 
traffic from clearing the exit 
from the A414 roundabout. As 
traffic moves westwards there is 
immediately a roundabout followed 
by a pedestrian crossing by Traceys 
Road. This serves the entrance to 
Passmores Academy so at rush 
hours when children are going 
to and from school it provides an 
excellent constriction, preventing 
traffic clearing from the A414. 

First Avenue: This route sports 
three pedestrian crossings, one 
serving a school. The newest one 
near Park Lane was actually built 
and the perfectly sound underpass 
near that point closed. 

Edinburgh Way A414: Traffic 
flow in Edinburgh Way has been 
very effectively constricted by 
the provision of a new pedestrian 
crossing, a set of traffic lights and a 
narrowing of the road to facilitate 
the entrances to Harlow Retail Park. 

I am not against people being able 
to cross the road but underpasses 
can be made much safer by use 
of good lighting, CCTV and large 
screen displays externally placed 
so everyone can see what is going 
on in the underpass. Also, a great 
deal of disruption to the traffic 
flow might have been avoided if a 
more imaginative scheme had been 
devised to enable traffic to enter 
and leave the retail park. 

It seems the Clock Tower plan is set 
in motion because it has not had 


any publicity until now. In these 
stringent times it is unbelievable 
that good money should be thrown 
at this problem when it is obvious 
that more creative solutions are 
needed. 

If traffic backs up from the town 
centre and along the routes from 
the east, then no amount of 
money spent on the Clock Tower 
roundabout area will solve the basic 
problem. I am surprised our MP 
seems to back the scheme when 
fundamentally a greater part of the 
solution is to build a major east- 
west road linking the Ml 1 to the 
A414 at Eastwick. 

Perhaps we should name the Clock 
Tower ‘improvements’ Halfon’s 
Folly. Or perhaps the highways 
authority and the Department of 
Transport can be persuaded to have 
a rethink.

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Soldier’s sacrifice inspires charity hair shave

THE cousin of a Harlow 
soldier killed in Afghanistan 
is shaving her head in his 
honour to raise money for 
Help for Heroes and will then 
donate her locks to a 
children’s charity. 

Gina Willison (21), of 
Rivermill, lost her 19-year- 
old cousin, Robert Foster, in 
2007 when he and two 
comrades were killed. They 
came under fire from an 
American plane following a 
mix-up over grid references. 

“When my grandfather 
died Robbie and I became a 
lot closer and I feel like we 
had become really close 
friends when he was killed 
while on duty,” said Gina.

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Tax rebels take 
fight to council 


A PROTEST group fighting Harlow 
Council’s decision to make jobless res¬ 
idents pay council tax for the first time 
ever has accused the authority of 
“declaring war on the poor”. 

Harlow Council Tax Rebels launched 
the blistering attack ahead of an anti¬ 
cuts rally planned for the town centre 
this weekend. 

Their ‘Can’t Pay? Don’t Pay!’ cam¬ 
paign has now won the backing of 
Harlow Trades Union Council and 
Harlow Defend Council Housing. The 
three groups will be canvassing sup¬ 
port for their shared cause outside the 
Civic Centre on Saturday morning. 

As reported in the Star last month, 
the rebels - led by a spokesman calling 
himself ‘Wat Tyler’, the man who led 
the Peasants’ Revolt of 1381 - have 
advised hard-up households to refuse 
to pay their council tax bills in protest 
at plans to charge everyone of working 
age at least 24 per cent of their annual 
bill. 

“We will be taking our message of 
“Can’t Pay? Don’t Pay!” to Saturday’s 
protest,” said Mr Tyler. 

“It’s a disgrace that people who can¬ 
not afford to heat their own homes in 
arctic weather are now expected to pay 
at least a quarter of their council tax 
bills. 

“Harlow Council’s decision to inflict 
this burden on the hard-pressed jobless 
people of the town is fundamentally 
immoral. We simply do not have the

money to pay, and refuse to do so.” 

The group’s main gripe with the coun¬ 
cil stems from the authority’s refusal to 
absorb the Government’s 10 per cent 
cut in funding for council tax support. 

Instead, it is demanding up to 24 per 
cent council tax from unemployed resi¬ 
dents - whereas neighbouring East 
Herts Council is asking struggling 
households to pay just 8.5 per cent. 

Mr Tyler added: “Harlow’s so-called 
Labour council appears happy to sup¬ 
port the Conservative-Liberal 
Democrat government’s hateful war on 
the poor rather than defend those 
struggling to find the money for food 
and fuel.” 

But council leader Mark Wilkinson 
said it had been left with no choice but 
to ask unemployed residents to pay up. 

“To fill the shortfall would have meant 
making serious cuts to frontline ser¬ 
vices, along with large increases in the 
council’s share of council tax,” he said. 

“We asked residents for their views on 
the Local Council Tax Support Scheme 
and have used the consultation’s find¬ 
ings, which included the view that all 
residents should make some contribu¬ 
tion to local services. 

“There is help available to those who 
will genuinely struggle to pay and peo¬ 
ple should contact the council now so 
this support can be provided.”

THE Gibberd Gallery is set to take centre 
stage as Harlow's primary arts hub after 
securing a £150,000 grant from Arts Council 
England. 

Split over a three-year period, the award is 
the biggest funding boost ever given to the 
arts in Harlow and will be used to expand 
the gallery's programme of exhibitions and 
activities.

"Fellow Art Trust members and I look 
forward to the artistic and cultural stimulus 
that this generous grant will allow and 
to working with Harlow's community to 
develop a truly exciting programme for the 
Gibberd Gallery." 

The group plans to launch their new 
project - dubbed 'Reframe' - within the 
next month. 

It will include a schools outreach 
programme and talks, lectures and 
workshops to aid in the professional 
development of young curators, artists and 
volunteers

EVERY year thousands of people 
claim to have been abducted by 
aliens. 

Elongated figures commonly known 
as Greys often appear in victims' 
testimonies, performing strange 
medical procedures on abductees, 
perhaps to make sense of our self¬ 
destructive species. 

Conspiracy theorists blame these 
otherworldly visitations for the 
disappearance of children from their 
homes. 

Dark Skies chronicles the days 
leading up to a supposed alien 
abduction through the eyes of a 
fractured suburban family, trapped in 
a familiar mire of unpaid bills, work 


pressures and teenage angst. 

The ordinariness of the 
protagonists, who lie about a 
disastrous job interview or stare 
longingly at the girl next door, 
contrasts sharply with the disturbing 
events that threaten to rob them of 
their sanity. 

Stewart's film opens with snapshots 
of life in the suburbs, where Daniel 
Barrett (Josh Hamilton) and his wife 
Lacy (Keri Russell) live with their 
two boys, Jesse (Dakota Goyo) and 
Sammy (Kadan Rockett). 

Daniel is an unemployed architect 
while Lacy is an estate agent who 
sometimes allows her conscience to 
stop her closing a deal on a second- 
rate property. 

One night Lacy is woken in the 
middle of the night and discovers the 
contents of the fridge strewn across 


the floor and the back door open. 

She surmises that an animal must 
have gained entry but cannot fathom 
why the meat in the fridge was 
untouched. 

The Barretts witness more strange 
occurrences and as these bizarre 
events increase in frequency and 
ferocity - including the mass suicide 
of flocks of birds - Daniel and Lacy 
struggle to protect their children 
from harm. 

Lacy opens her mind to the 
possibility that her family is being 
targeted by a force from another 
planet but Daniel scoffs at the 
suggestion. However, he eventually 
changes his tune and the Barretts 
enlist the help of an alien specialist, 
Edwin Pollard (JK Simmons), who 
knows exactly what the family is 
going through. 


Dark Skies sustains tension by 
grounding most of the family's 
torment in reality. Digital effects take 
a tighter hold of the narrative in the 
closing minutes when the mystery 
about the aliens is resolved with a 
flourish. 

The familiarity of the set-up 
and its execution are the biggest 
disappointment, including a brief 
foray into Paranormal Activity-style 
video surveillance. 

However, the cast members are 
solid, notably youngsters Goyo and 
Rockett who both deliver compelling, 
natural performances as innocents 
who turns to their parents for 
protection and discover they are 
terrifyingly alone.

TEN years after it was first

THE Government’s new ‘Help 
to Buy’ scheme launched in 
last month’s budget became 
available for new home 
properties from Monday this 
week. 

It will enable home-movers 
to purchase a home with just 
a five per cent deposit and 
will apply to resale homes 
from January next year. 

The ‘Help to Buy’ housing 
initiative is actually made up 
of two schemes - an ‘equity 
loan’ where the Government 
will lend you up to 20 per 
cent of the value of your new 
build home and ‘mortgage 
guarantee’ where lenders will 
be incentivised to make more 
mortgages available for 
people with small deposits. 
The initiative is aimed at 
increasing the supply of low- 
deposit mortgages as well as 
new housing. Both schemes 
are available to home-movers 
as well as first-time buyers, 
subject to meeting the 
relevant eligibility criteria, on 
properties for sale at 
£600,000 or less. 

Almost as soon as he had 
announced the scheme, 
Chancellor George Osborne 
came under fire from critics 
who claimed it could be used 
by wealthy homeowners to 
fund a second property. 
Although this is unlikely, the 
small print of the £12bn 
scheme does not rule out 
wealthy borrowers taking up 
the offer of a mortgage 
guarantee from the 
Government. 

Mr Osborne answered his 
critics by saying he did not 
want the scheme to help 
people buy second homes, 
but refused to say they would 
be banned from doing so. 

He also denied the initiative 
could spark a new debt- 
fuelled boom and insisted it 
wouldn’t encourage people 
to buy homes they cannot 
afford. 

Anything to help the first¬ 
time buyers has got to be a 
force for good, but ‘Help to 
Buy’ isn’t going to magically 
reduce house prices to 
affordable levels.

Viewing Time 


Most property vendors will 
recognise the tremendous 
importance of ensuring that as 
many prospective buyers as 
possible see their property. After 
all, more viewings means more 
buyer competition thereby 
maximising your chances of 
securing the highest price the 
market will pay. 

However, whilst one always has to 
be fair, there is a lot to be said for 
strategic viewing! Good agents will 
advise their clients to be selective 
when arranging a time for 
prospective purchasers to view 
their home. After all, only the 
person who has lived in the 
property knows when the best 
times of day are. Here are a few 
tips: 

Is your property on a 
school route? If so, during term 
time, it might be best to avoid the 
morning and afternoon drop-off 
and pick up times. If you are very 
close to a school, is it noisy during 
break-time? 


Likewise are you near a 
pub, sports ground, or factory, 
which can have crowds of rowdy 
people spilling onto your street at 
certain times. 

Consider which way your 
property faces. Bright 
accommodation and a sunny 
garden are great selling points, so 
choose times when the position of 
the sun is at its best.

IN the four-door coupe market 
Mercedes has form. When it was 
launched, the original CLS prompted 
much head scratching from the press 
and was dismissed by many as little 
more than a glamorous sideshow. 
How wrong they were. 

For buyers seeking E-Class levels of 
road presence but wanting 
something more eye-catching than a 
traditional saloon, the CLS delivered 
in spades and was bought in droves. 
So, how do you expand the appeal of 
something like the CLS? Simple, you 
build a smaller one and call it the 
CLA. 

Seeking to cause the same 
disruption in the compact executive 
saloon market where conventional 
cars like BMW’s 3 Series and Audi’s A4 
reside, the CLA’s aim is to add some 
much need glamour and, crucially, 
encourage younger buyers to embrace 
what’s often viewed as an older 
person’s brand. 

Key to the CLA’s appeal is that it 
doesn’t look like a conventional 
Mercedes. Displaying similar design 
cues as the latest generation A-Class 
at the front and a pleasingly shapely 
rear, the car’s appearance blends 
visual appeal with the ability to slice 
through the air more efficiently than 
your average small saloon . 

Rakish looks and the CLA’s coupe¬ 


like profile aside, the car is different 
mechanically from your average 
Mercedes C-Class in that it’s front 
wheel drive. This bucking of the 
premium market trend continues 
with power coming exclusively from 
four-cylinder engines - petrol and 
diesel - including a four-wheel drive 
AMG version. 

UK buyers initially get a choice of a 
1.6-litre petrol motor badged as CLA 
180 and a 2.1-litre CLA 220 CDI diesel 
unit. Launch specification is a six- 
speed manual transmission for the 
former and seven-speed direct-shift 
automatic for the latter. 

The CLA is a two trim range - Sport 
and AMG Sport - boasting comfort 
and sport suspension set-ups 


respectively. 

The reality is a car that, despite 
being a fraction longer than a 
C-Class, feels surprisingly compact 
on the road. The largely A-Class 
influenced cabin fascia works well, 
especially the generously 
dimensioned central colour display 
and familiar switchgear, and there’s 
enough room up front for two adults 
to sit comfortably. 

In the back it’s not quite the 
compromise you might first think. 
Granted, headroom is modest for all 
the obvious reasons, but there’s 
enough legroom for adults if the 
journey is short, yet there’s plenty of 
space for a small but growing family. 
Space isn’t an issue in the boot and 


there’s the double bonus of folding 
rear seats. 

Funky looks and reassuringly high 
levels of real-world practicality 
notwithstanding, the car’s also got to 
drive well. In front-drive guise the 
CLS delivers a solid performance on a 
wide variety of road surfaces. The 
difference between comfort and sport 
set-ups is noticeable, although it’s 
good to know that the latter doesn’t 
disgrace itself on poorly surfaced 
urban roads. 

The lack of pitch and roll when 
traveling at speed plus above average 
levels of cabin refinement can be 
credited to the car’s well sorted 
chassis and class-leading 
aerodynamics respectively. And in 


diesel guise - a choice likely to be 
popular with company car drivers - 
the combination of low noise and 
ample pulling power help cement the 
CLA’s engaging driver-focused 
appeal. 

For the UK Mercedes is pitching the 
CLA as a youthful alternative to 
conventional compact executive 
models. As such there’s a predictable 
sporty theme extending past the car’s 
model names; 18-inch wheels are the 
default size for both trim levels along 
with sports front seats and a chunky 
three-spoke steering wheel. 

The glitzy grille found on upmarket 
A-Class models is standard here, 
while over and above the audio kit 
and large central colour display on 
both cars, AMG Sport variants gain a 
subtle bodykit, the aforementioned 
sports suspension set-up, privacy 
glass and bi-xenon headlights. 

After the success of the larger CLS it 
was only a matter of time before 
Mercedes turned its attention to the 
smaller, compact executive market. 

Despite the firm’s focus on exterior 
design and delivering a coupe-like 
four-door profile, the day-to-day 
compromise is minimal. Luggage 
space easily matches its conventional 
rivals and the cabin is plenty big 
enough. 

The icing on the cake is the car’s 
polished road manners, which do 
much to banish any idea that it’s a car 
that’s abandoned substance for style.

[Frampton] in our first matches 
against Ipswich last season, now 
it’s happened again.

Silver praised the efforts of his 
riders, and also thanked the crowd, 
on a freezing afternoon at 
Hoddesdon. 

“I’m over the moon with the way 
my riders are going - everyone was 
trying their guts out.
